“SOVIET GROUND 


INVADED BY 
JAPAN'S TROOPS 


LONDON, Dec. 24.— Reports 


have been received here from 
Harbin, Manchukuo, in which 
the Japanese claim that Soviet 
troops assertedly on Manchukuo 
territorv have Deen surrounded by 
Japanese troops, who intend to 
disarm them. As the Soviet Un 
ion is pursuing a policy of nom 
aggression, the report is entirely 
untrue. This is just another at- 
tempt by the Japanese to create 
1 “border incident.” 


This is done in the following 


manner: Some Japanese troops 
will march into Siberia, claiming 
that the particular tract of land 
is a part of Manchukuo. rhen 
thev claim the Soviet soldiers, 
who are on their own territory, 
invaded Manchukuo and erected 
forts there. Japan hopes this will 
be regarded as provocation by 
the Soviet Union for war. 


The use of the present “border 


incident” is to prepare the Jap- 
anese people for war and force 
larger military appropriations. The 


Japanese people must be persuad- 


ed that they have been forced 
into the war, and as the Soviet 
Union is pursuing a policy ot 
peace, and wants no_troubles with 
her neighbors, the Japanese milt- 
tarists must manufacture incr 
dents to try and arouse a_ spirit 
of hostility against the Soviets. 


The Soviet government has re 


peatedly offered to sign a treatv 
of non-agegression with Japan, 
which has been turned down. 
This refusal the Japanese try to 
justify by provoking trouble 
along the border between Siberia 
and Manchukuo.

HERNDON’S FREEDOM 
WILL BE DEMANDED 
OF SUPREME COURT 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—First 
step in bringing the appeal of 
Angelo Herndon, young Negro 
Communist leader of the unen- 
ployed sentenced to from 18 to 
20 years on the chain-gang, be 
fore the United States Supreme 
Court, will be taken Monday in 
the filing of the appeal with the 
Supreme Court of Georgia, which 
under a new ruling of the U. S&S. 
Supreme Court must first pass 
upon it, it was announced today 
by Anna Damon, acting national 
secretary of the International | a- 
bor Defense. 


In its original opinion, the 
Georgia Supreme Court ruled that 
Herndon was “guilty” if his ac 
tions “would lead to insurrection 
at any time” in the future. In 
a revised opinion, however, after 
the court realized that this deci 
sion was clearly unconstitutional, 
it stated that “It would be sur- 
ficient if he intended that it 
(forcible resistance to the author- 
ity of the state) should happen 
at any time within which he 
might reasonably expect his in- 
fluence to continue to be directly 
operative in causing such action 
by those whom he sought to jn- 
duce.”

Their 
sympathy is with the Chinese 
people, and while they have no 
particular understanding of polt 
tics, they can see clearly enough 
that the people are exploited. But 
after rationalizing it to them- 
selves, which is easy considering 
their training, they do nothing 
more. And the Red Armies, who 
are wholly interested in swinging 
the people over to the advantages 
of enjoying freedom by setting 
up their own government, let 
these people judge for them- 
selves. Thus actually the fate 
of any missionary who was cour- 
ageous enough not to flee, would 
be a judgment on how well he 
carried out, not imperialist activ- 
ity, but how well he practised the 
idea he professed, love and aid 
for the poor. And his judges 
would be his own “flock’”—a hand- 
ful of them who could speak a 
good word for him would be 
enough. Otherwise he would be 
ordered to go. Religious freedom 
is granted in Soviet China, just 
as in the U. S. S. R, only, of 
course, the missionary would have 
to work.

Editorial Column 
Support the Fight For Real Cash Relief 


Before the State Legislature concludes its January session 
the unemployed workers of California will present a Bill, backed 
by a program of struggle, for cash unemployment relief. The 
Bill will be endorsed by a State Convention of the Unemployed, 
which will be held in Sacramento January 27 and 28. 


The Bill calls for the payment of $10 a week to each head 
of a family, and $3 additonal for each dependent. Its enact- 
ment would afford a real measure of security for the unemployed 
in this state pending the passage by Congress of the Workers’ 
Unemployment and Social Insurance Bill (H.R. 7598). 


Becauce the Bill calls for the payraent of the relief to be 
borne solely by the state and the employers, it will meet with 
organized and vicious oppesition by every agency at Merriam’s 
command. First, every effort will be made to block the intro- 
duction of the Bill. If the legislature is forced to receive it due 
to mass pressure behind it, the altempt will be made to bury it 
in committee. If that fails, and the Bill is voted upon—it will 
be defeated unless the workers of California organize such mass 
struggles that the of the industrialists dare 


not turn it down!

This means that the workers of California are faced with 
the immediate and urgent task of marshalling all their forces for 
the struggle. The opening gun of the campaign has been fired 
with the circulation of thousands of petitions calling for signatures 
of workers to support the Bill. The next step must be the broad- 
est circulation of these petitions among employed and unemployed 
workers and the collection of tens of thousands of signatures, and 
the building up of the coming Slate Convention so that it repre- 
sents broad masses of the employed as well as the unemployed. 


The question of cash unemployment relief must be brought 


up in every trade union, every mass organization of the working 
class, every mutual aid society, every organized group of unem- 


ployed workers. The Bill should be endorsed, and delegates 
elected to the State Convention. 


The backbone of the campaign must be organized, deter- 
mined struggle of the unemployed workers on SERA jobs or on 
straight relief to resist every effort to slash the relief level! If 
the close to one million unemployed of Cahforma were willing to 
fight to win security, the capitalist legislators in Sacramento would 
think twice before killing the workers’ Bill for cash relief!

in itself. Jt will net be a gathering at which the workers merely 
air their just grievances against miserable relief.

It will be a springboard for the 
launching of a program which will unite all existing organizations 
of unemployed workers in common action against the common
